A large 
percentage of the work of the Sprague 
I Electric Research and Engineering 


i Department is oi a pioneering nature I 
and often creates new products. 

•The work of the Research and Engi- i 
I neering Department is divided into 
I practical engineering, investigation of 
new materials and processes, and re- 
■ search and development. A large 
percentage oi the time in the la bora- ( 
i lories is spent in practical engineering | 
to supply capacitors, resistors, filters, 
networks, wire, etc. to meet specific | 
customer requirements. In addition, 
j new materials and processes, whether 
developed here or elsewhere, are in¬ 
vestigated for possible incorporation 
into our manufacture. The Sprague 
Electric research work which leads up 
to engineering development has been 
concentrated on the development of, 
end better understanding of, new 
materials and techniques and theii 
l use in our type of work. This includes 
I synthesis of new raw materials as well 
j as the study of basic physical properties 
of conductors, dielectrics, etc. 

From all this work comes improve- 
' inents on present products as well as 
new products. The recent expansion 
of the Company into new fields, which 
was a factor considered in the award¬ 
ing of the citations, has come in part 
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Nine people from the Sprague 
Electric Company are participating in 
a Management Training Course being 
put on by the Manufacturer's Division 
of the North Adams Chamber of Com¬ 
merce with the cooperation of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Department of Education, 
Division of Vocational Training.

Know Your Foreman 


Frank Gassetl, Foreman of the F. P. 
Ovens and Assembly, has the distinc¬ 
tion of being the second oldest Sprague 
Electric Foreman in length of service. 
He is bettered only by Lewis Cronin, 

' General Foreman. 

Somerville-born Frank was with 
Sprague Electric when the Company 
was getting its start in Quincy. W hen 
Sprague Electric made the move to 
North Adams, Frank came right along 
with them. He has seen service in 
many Company departments which are 
now obsolete, such as Wet Electrolytics, 
the Pre-Tuners, and the Anodes. 

At present, Frank very capably 
directs the activities of the F. P. 
Ovens and Assembly. In the “Ovens”, 
Dry Electrolytic capacitors are aged I 
by being put under heat, ranging from 
65° to 85°C., and by being subjected to 
electric currents. This treatment makes 
the units adaptable for TY and radio, 
since they will be subjected to similar 
conditions in these products. The 
heat and electricity also heal up the 
oxide film covering the capacitors 
which has acquired rough edges and 
been scratched in handling. 

Beiore becoming associated with 
Sprague Electric, Frank was with the 
Anirad Company’ in Medford, Mass. 
This Company put out some of the 
earliest radios of the type where the 
listeners used headphones. Also in¬ 
cluded in his background after gradua¬ 
tion from high school is two years of 
scientific and mathematical study at 
Went worth Institute and a one-year 
course at La Salle University . 

Frank has five children. The oldest, 
Frank, Jr., worked in the Labs before 
joining the Army Air Force.

Cremona in Italy had its Antonio 
Stradivari; North Adams has its 
William Pasotti. As creator of many 
fine violins, Stradivari undoubtedly 
rates as number one in the field, and 
though Bill Pasotti may never rank 
in this class, he also has built a violin, 
which from all reports is as tuneful and 
pleasant sounding as any. 

Building violins seemed rather a 
strange hobby for this modern day, 
and curiosity forced the inevitable 
question as to the reason behind this 
fine, artistic work. It came to light 
that Bill was influenced by a former 
co-worker, Howard Burdick. Howard 
had built two of these musical instru¬ 
ments and, in the course of events, 
interested Bill, later instructing and 
supervising him in the construction of 
one. 

The actual beginning of the instru¬ 
ment. dates back to December of 1950, 
when work was begun on a section of 
the violin. Working spare moments, 
on and off, enabled Bill to complete his 
violin a short time ago. However, it : s 
difficult to estimate the number of 
hours which went into its construction 
but. suffice it. to say it was a con¬ 
siderable amount. 

The material of the violin body itself 
is, of course, wood. The top of the 
instrument, known as the belly, is 
seasoned spruce, cut by Bill from a 
neighbor’s lot some years ago, and 
shaved down to such a degree of thin¬ 
ness as to render the panel semi- 
opaque to light. In building the re¬ 
mainder of the body and the neck, 
Bill followed some of the masters by 
using hard maple. The strings and 
bow to complete the violin were 
purchased. 

One would be under the impression 
that violin building would require 
various types of tools, and complex 
equipment, perhaps such as dies or 
molds for shaping the body. That is 
not the case, however. Bill built his 
violin entirely by hand with the use
